So that, the commis- 
sion said, instead of getting stock 


valued at $250 the bond holders 
would get five shares which cost 
promoters “a mere fifty cents.”

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For about the first time in its history the League of 
Nations is now facing a real test in the matter of the 
Italian-Ethiopian imbroglio. The league has failed to avert 
the war and now its only remaining hope is to take steps 
that will stop the war, which already has started. 

Both Ethiopia and Italy are members of the League 
of Nations. As might be expected Ethiopia has been and 
apparently still is willing to abide by the rules of the 
League of Nations to save herself from such an unequal 
contest with Italy providing she is allowed to preserve her 
independence as a nation. Italy, like a cat having the 
mouse within reach, apparently does not want to pass up 
this chance to pounce on what looks like her helpless prey. 
But with all her modern implements of war Ethiopia may 
not prove so easy for Italy to conquer. 

For months the League of Nations and those in con- 
trol of the leading nations composing it have tried to 
avert this war and have tried to induce Italy to listen to 
proposals to arbitrate this matter and thus prevent what 
may develop into another conflagration as bad or even 
worse than was the world war of twenty years ago. But 
Italy seems to have decided that she is going after her prey 
and plunder regardless of the existence of a league or no 
league. It is this that places the League of Nations on the 
spot. If it cannot assert itself sufficiently to enforce its 
own findings and announced decisions, which plainly 
place the blame for warfare at this time on Italy, then the 
league becomes a joke or just a make-believe affair, which 
may be used by common consent when certain interests 
are at stake, but which is meaningless, whenever one of 
the stronger powers decides to ignore the League of Na- 
tions, or whenever it decided to invade and override a 
weaker nation, which refuses to submit to the dictates of 
the stronger would-be aggressor nation. 

If the League of Nations cannot now induce Italy by 
friendly advice or by means compel] Italy to withdraw her 
armies from Ethiopian soil, then the league might as well 
have no existence at all for the reason that it does not 
guarantee its members anything but empty words and 
meaningless promises, which cannot and will not be car- 
ried out, if any nation decides to make war on another 
nation, even though both the nations concerned are mem- 
bers of the league and by virtue of that fact should be 
amendable to its rules and provisions. 

It is fortunate for the United States that we are not a 
member of this League of Nations. Public sentiment is 
now and always has been against any such entangling al- 
liances with the nations of other continents. Woodrow 
Wilson and his party went down to defeat in 1920, after 
the world war was ended, largely because of their stand 
taken in favor of joining the League of Nations.

The issue of the Cali 
fornia labor market bulletin, re 
eased recently by Edw. L Nolan 
state labor commission¢ hows 
further gains in employment, pay 
olls, and average weekly earnings 
in California manufacturing estat 
lishments 

In September, 1924, the nu 
ber of employes on the payrolls o 
1,086 representative ories in 
California was 156,964, but in Sep 
tember, 1935, the same establish 
ments employed 174,630 in in 
crease of 17,666, or 11.3 per cent 
rhe total payrolls for the len 
tical representative factories wa 
$3,378,799 in Septembe 1934, an 
Vas $4,105,675 in Septem! 1935 
n increase of $726,876 or 21.5 pe 
cent 

The canning industry was large 

responsible for these increases 
If the figures for canning are ex 
cluded from the figures the in 

‘creases between September, 1934, 
and September, 1935, were 4 | 
cent in employment and 15 per 
cent in payrolls. 

Between August, 1935, and Sep- 
tember, 1935, factory employment 
in California decreased by °.7 pei 
cent, while pay rolls declined by 
6.5 per cent. These decreases were 
due to curtailment of canning oper 
ations. Exclusive of canning fruits 
and vegetables and of fish, the de 
crease in employment in Septem 
ber, as compared with the preced 
ing month, was only 3 tent of 1 
per cent, while the decrease in pa 
rolls was only 2.9 per cent. The 
month of August is generally the 
peak month of employment in the 
Canning industry in California.
